In  accordance  with  law  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  here- 
with the  biennial  report  of  the  Office  of  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  calendar  years  1957-1958. 

In  previous  years  my  letter  of  transmittal  has  dealt  more 
or  less  with  the  breakdown  of  the  various  divisions  under  the 
office  and  the  duties  and  activities  of  the  same. 

With  this  report  I  should  like  to  emphasize  the  rapid 
growth  of  the  volume  of  work  being  handled.  The  office  pri- 
marily was  intended  to  be  a  record  office,  and  it  still  is  but 
it  has  been  expanded  in  its  functions  and  duties.  It  is  the 
amazing  increase  in  the  service  functions  that  I  should  like 
to  refer  to.  Also,  I  shall  discuss  briefly  the  various  divisions 
of  the  office. 

CORPORATION   DIVISION 

In  the  corporation  division  where  all  the  charters  or 
articles  of  incorporation  must  be  processed  and  filed,  the 
number  of  new  corporations  coming  in  day  by  day  and  month 
by  month  is  proof  of  an  almost  unbelievable  rate  of  increase. 
Though  our  State  does  not  rank  higher  than  about  twelfth 
or  thirteenth  in  population  among  the  forty-nine  states  of 
the  Union,  it  ranks  third  in  the  number  of  new  corporations 
formed  month  by  month  and  year  by  year. 

Also,  the  increased  interest  and  activities  relative  to  cor- 
porations and  the  vastly  increasing  number  of  inquiries  want- 
ing information  about  corporations  is  adding  an  almost  unbe- 
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lievable  volume  of  clerical  work  and  correspondence  in  this 
section.  It  is  not  unusual  to  have  more  than  five  hundred 
long  distance  telephone  calls  per  month  wanting  information 
over  the  phone  and  as  our  files  are  so  arranged  that  we  can 
give  this  information  while  the  caller  is  holding  the  phone  for 
only  a  brief  time,  it  greatly  facilitates  the  giving  of  informa- 
tion desired. 

The  number  of  inquiries  received  by  mail  is  mounting 
daily.  In  one  month  recently  we  had  more  than  four  thousand 
inquiries. 

This  growth  in  the  number  of  corporations  has  made  it 
necessary  to  find  more  floor  space  and  to  acquire  more  filing 
equipment.  With  emphasis  on  the  economy  we  have  found 
second  hand  document  files  that  we^e  discarded  by  Clerks 
of  the  Circuit  Courts,  but  this  source  is  about  exhausted. 


ELECTIONS  DIVISION 

With  the  growing  importance  of  elections  and  a  greater 
interest  being  shown  each  year,  more  activity  is  of  necessity 
required  of  those  clerks  handling  the  Elections  Division. 

Some  people  are  under  the  erroneous  impression  that 
the  work  of  this  division  is  altogether  seasonal.  Such  is  not 
the  case,  however.  Beginning  with  registration  of  voters  in 
the  counties,  it  is  necessary  that  numerous  printed  blanks  must 
be  prepared  by  this  office  as  a  preliminary  to  beginning  the 
registration  in  the  counties  which  is  under  the  Supervisors 
of  Registration.  Questions  are  constantly  coming  up  from  the 
sixty-seven  counties  asking  for  guidance  and  interpretations. 
The  season  then  arrives  for  candidates  to  begin  qualifying 
for  the  primaries.  Immediately  they  must  begin  filing  reports 
of  contributions  and  expenditures.  These  must  be  indexed 
and  properly  filed  so  that  they  are  immediately  available  to 
the  press  and  the  many  others  interested.  After  the  qualifi- 
cation date  has  passed  preparations  of  the  primary  ballot 
must  be  nished  out  to  the  counties  as  a  guide.  Again  more 
inquiries  for  guidance  and  interpretation. 

Following  the  first  primary  comes  the  necessary  rush  of 
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assembling  the  results  and  returns  from  the  sixty-seven  coun- 
ties, tabulating  the  same  and  declaring  the  results.  Then  the 
preparations  of  the  ballots  must  be  sent  off  again  for  the 
second  primary.  Following  the  second  primary,  again  assem- 
bling the  returns  and  declaring  results. 

When  the  second  primary  is  over  preparations  begin  at 
once  for  the  General  Election  and  all  the  procedures  must 
again  be  performed  and  followed  and  the  General  Election 
results  ascertained  in  the  same  manner.  When  this  has  been 
done  those  who  have  been  elected  to  office  must  be  notified, 
their  qualification  blanks  sent  out  with  the  necessary  instruc- 
tions and  information  about  completing  the  same.  Then  as 
these  begin  to  flow  back  in  they  must  be  processed,  checked 
for  accuracy  and  commissions  prepared  for  the  Governor  to 
sign.  After  these  have  all  been  accomplished  and  mailed  out, 
preparation  of  the  permanent  record  of  commissions  issued 
must  be  hastened  and  made  available  as  a  source  of  infor- 
mation. All  those  appointed  to  office  must  go  through  the 
same  commissioning  process. 

So,  to  be  brief,  the  Elections  Division  is  busy  all  the 
time.  This  division  also  handles  processing  all  records  of  the 
official  proclamations  of  the  Governor,  death  warrants,  requi- 
sitions and  extraditions. 


NOTARIES  PUBLIC 
The  constant  flow  of  appointments  and  commissioning  of 
Notaries  Public  requires  handling  by  a  separate  section.  Each 
year  from  ten  to  twelve  thousand  Notaries  Public  are  ap- 
pointed and  commissioned.  This  section  also  is  frequently 
called  upon  to  certify  the  validity  of  a  Notary  Pubhc's  signa- 
ture and  the  authenticity  of  his  commission. 

TRADE  MARKS 

Registering  trade  marks   and  trade  names   has  been  a 

function  of  the  office  for  some  time.  The  1957  session  of  the 

Legislature  enacted  what  was  known  as  the  "model  trade 

mark  law"  and  under  its  provisions  old  trade  mark  registra- 
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tions  are  being  renewed  as  well  as  the  new  trade  mark  regis- 
trations coming  in.  This  has  been  a  busy  section  since  the 
enactment  of  the  new  law. 


LAWS  DIVISION 
Under  our  Constitution  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State 
is  the  repository  for  all  laws  enacted  by  the  Legislature.  In 
the  1957  Legislature  a  total  of  2,167  laws  were  passed  (this 
figure  includes  both  the  regular  and  extra  sessions).  Com- 
pared with  the  number  of  laws  passed  at  the  1947  session, 
ten  years  previous,  it  reflects  an  increase  of  some  63%  of 
laws  enacted.  In  addition,  there  are  a  few  bills  which  are 
vetoed  by  the  Governor  which  the  Secretary  of  State  must 
retain  for  almost  two  years  and  then  send  such  vetoed  bills 
up  to  the  next  Legislature.  Also,  we  are  custodian  of  all  bills 
introduced  which  failed  to  pass,  as  well  as  official  journals, 
executive  sessions  of  the  Senate,  etc.,  all  of  which  make  up 
a  very  important  division  of  this  office.  Bills  that  have  failed 
of  enactment  when  the  Legislature  adjourns  are  sent  to  this 
office  for  future  reference  and  sources  of  information.  The 
original  copies  of  laws  enacted  and  the  authenticated  sheets 
are  kept  in  a  fireproof  vault  under  lock  and  key. 


CAPITAL  STOCK  TAX  SECTION 

In  1931  the  Legislature  enacted  an  annual  tax  on  corpo- 
rations and  required  annual  reports  from  time  to  time.  These 
must  be  processed  and  the  tax  collected  and  turned  into  the 
treasury.  Elsewhere  in  this  volume  will  be  found  information 
showing  the  amount  of  the  several  different  kinds  of  taxes 
and  revenues  collected  by  this  office.  But  from  the  capital 
stock  tax  alone  we  collected  more  than  one  million  dollars 
in  1958.  The  total  amount  of  revenues  including  service  fees 
the  office  turned  in  to  the  State  Treasury  in  1958  amounted 
to  almost  two  million  dollars. 

The  law  requires  a  notice  of  capital  stock  tax  due  to  be 
mailed  annually  to  each  corporation.  This  incurs  a  tremen- 
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dous  volume  of  clerical  work.  Also  after  some  hundred  thou- 
sand reports  from  corporations  are  received  and  processed, 
the  auditor  requires  receipts  to  be  mailed  in  each  individual 
case.  This  also  entails  considerable  clerical  work  and  both 
operations  call  for  a  heavy  expenditure  of  postage  alone. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  SECTION 
A  recent  enactment  by  the  Legislature  requires  all  offi- 
cials, boards  and  commissions  having  rule  making  authority 
to  file  in  this  office  a  copy  of  all  rules  and  regulations  adopted 
by  such  authority.  The  purpose  of  this  is  to  make  available 
to  the  public  promptly  information  of  any  rules  and  regula- 
tions promulgated  by  any  authority  of  the  state.  This  section 
of  the  office  is  called  upon  for  furnishing  copies  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  and  to  give  information  concerning  them. 

CAPITOL  AND  GROUNDS 

Under  the  Constitution,  the  Secretary  of  State  is  named 
as  custodian  of  the  Capitol  and  Grounds.  This  means  that 
all  repairs,  maintenance,  and  upkeep  of  the  capitol  building 
is  a  responsibility  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  head  of  this 
section  is  a  graduate  mechanical  engineer  from  the  University 
of  Florida.  The  building  has  considerable  machinery  for  facili- 
tating the  work  of  those  who  have  offices  in  this  building. 
Also,  there  are  three  elevators,  a  large  installation  of  air  con- 
ditioning equipment  and  for  distributing  heat  throughout  the 
building.  Minor  repairs  are  required  almost  daily  and  of 
course  the  checking  and  looking  after  the  machinery. 

For  the  proper  upkeep  of  the  building,  both  inside  and 
out,  occasional  painting  is  required. 

The  sanitation  necessary  for  a  building  the  size  of  the 
Capitol  entails  much  work  in  that  line.  A  chief  of  sanitation 
has  charge  of  a  number  of  janitors  and  janitresses  and  the 
sanitary  supplies  make  up  amounts  of  considerable  volume. 

The  upkeep  of  the  capitol  grounds  is  in  charge  of  a  super- 
intendent of  grounds  and  four  laborers.  This  group  also  takes 
care  of  the  grounds  at  the  Governor's  mansion.  The  work, 
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however,  does  not  extend  to  all  the  capitol  center  area  which 
has  extended  greatly  from  the  original  capitol  grounds.  The 
work  is  the  usual  requirements  of  keeping  grounds  about 
public  buildings  in  presentable  condition.  Trash  must  be  col- 
lected and  removed,  trees  trimmed,  shrubs  kept  in  order, 
flowers  in  season  and  the  general  requirements  for  keeping 
pubhc  parks  and  grounds. 

So,  having  mentioned  the  high  spots  of  the  functions  and 
transactions  of  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State,  I  conclude  this 
report  as  required  by  law  to  the  Chief  Executive.
